Brain erd is n o w co n n ected by bu s lin es ru n n in g bo th n o rth 
an d so u th. The n ewest lin e ru n n in g to Bemidji, co n n ectin g with 
bu sses leav in g Brain erd fo r the Cities affo rds an o p p o rtu n ity fo r 
lo n g distan ce trav el o n the highway s. 
There is so methin g to be 
said in fav o r o f bu s tran sp o rtatio n bu t it wo u ld stem that this 
is o ll'set by railro ad trav el. 
The railro ads giv e a serv ice which, 
in sp eed, safety , smo o thn ess an d reliability su rp asses the serv ice 
o ttered by the bu s lin es. 
On the o ther han d the bu sses o ffer

One of tho important developments of our day is found in 
transportation bv bus. 
This development is hot confined to the 
United States but has reached a higher stage of growth in other 
lands and more particularly in England where the nearness of 
centers of population is a benefit to those who are interested in 
this new means of transportation. 
Brainerd is now connected by bus lines running both nortn 
and south. 
The newest line running to Bemidji, connecting with 
busses leaving Brainerd for the Cities affords an opportunity tor 
long distance travel on the highways. 
There is something to be 
said in favor of bus transportation but it would stem that this 
is offset by railroad travel. 
The railroads give a service which, 
in speed, safety, smoothness and reliability surpasses the service 
offered by the bus lines. 
On the other hand the busses offer 
cheaper t ransportation and the t i m e d their departure is in 
many cases more satisfactory to the passengers. 
In addition to 
this the busses are newer and the newer means of travel seems to 
appeal to a great many people. 
This is one of the developments resulting from the invention 
of gasoline-propelled engines. 
What its effect will be cannot yet 
be determined. 
It the1 railroads, because of this competition, are 
compelled to request that they be allowed to drop an ever-increas­ 
ing number of trains, it is possible that the traveling public may 
be inconvenienced during winter months when trains are few and 
the busses fail to run because the roads are in had condition or 
blocked by snow. 
Of course, in time the roads will be hard-sur­ 
faced and kept open eve nill the worst of weather and when I his 
is done the busses will be able to run uvularly all t he year round. 
The railroads are compelled to purchase equipment to keep 
their roads open in the winter and the busses should he taxed 
sufficiently to meet a major poi I ion of the cost of keeping the 
i os cis open for their convenience. 
It would lie a mistake, how­ 
ever, to tax the busses to such an extent that they would be un­ 
able to operate for the convenience of the public for, after all, 
they are a convenience to those who wish to travel. 
It is true 
that they compete with the railroads and that they put a burden 
on the roads, hut it is also true that, they sci vc the public and 
that increases in taxation will be reflected into the fares passen­ 
gers pay. 
This development marks a transition in methods of 
transportation and, as iii the case of other new enterprises, there 
will be many adjustments demanded before stability and justice 
is established that will consider the people financially interested 
in this enterprise, the railroads which face competition of tho 
busses and the traveling public which is served by both the rail­ 
roads and the bus lines.

If it is true that tin' financial troubles of Governor W arren 
McCray of Indiana are the result of the inability of the farmers 
of Indiana to meet their financial obligations, because of condi­ 
tions of the market that determine the price of farm products and 
other conditions that affect the farmer, it does not seem quite 
fair that this financier should be unduly criticized because of what 
has happened in relation to his finances. 
It is true that financial stability should be the first concern 
of those who handle the monies of other peoples but, iii times that 
are out of joint, it is possible to put out too much money to cer­ 
tain interests with the hope that they will be able to meet their 
obligations when these mature. 
If Governor McCray has loaned 
money to the farmers of the stale, which the farm ers at this time 
are unable to pay, and has been embarressed through their in­ 
competency, a generous public will conclude that the mistake he 
has made was the result of his good intention. 
But, and in this 
lies one of the peculiarities of human nature, even the man whose 
good heart has led to his undoing through his willingness to help 
others, will be criticized by those whom he has helped if the time 
conies when he is unable to continue his help because he finds 
himself in a hard place financially. 
Success has been the standard of measurement for some years 
in the United States, success measured in terms of money and 
property, and the man whose generosity prompts him to do good 
is not respected if his good works lead to his own financial un­ 
doing. 
The rules of the game are highly respected and if one is 
beaten by the rules of the game he is not too highly esteemed even 
when tile promptings that led him lo overstep tho rules were those 
of a generous nature. 
When a man is defeated by such circumstances he ought to 
be allowed time to recover before his associates pounce upon him 
and seek to oust him from the public office to which he was called 
by the people probably because of the very qualities that for a 
time have placed him in a lalse light. 
While financial stability 
is essential so are good hearts, and an eclipse of this kind may not 
be lasting, it resulted from disturbed conditions and the passing 
of the conditions will end the partial eclipse.

Great c a tc h ers are few and far between and it is not to the discredit of the 
Giant and Yankee receivers to point out that some time before and since 
Ray Sehalk and Steve O’Neil worked in the 19 19 and 19 20 series, the catch­ 
ing has been anything but of the star variety. 
Veterans will do all of the work in the coming series. 
To what extents 
of mediocrity the Giants have fallen for catchers will be realised when it 
will be remembered that Hank dowdy, who alternates as a regular catcher 
on the world’s champions, was the big hero of the world’s series oi 19 14, 
when the surprising Braves massacred the famous Athletics.
